Wasnincton, March 7.—The vice 
president was not present at the opening 
of this morning’s session of the senate. 
and the secretary. Mr. McCook, read 
(after prayer)a note from Mr. Morton 
stating that he would be absent from to- 
day’s session. Thereupon Mr. Sherman 
offered a resolution that during the ab~ 
sence of the vice-president Mr. Ingalls 
should be president of the senate pro 
tem. An amendment for the resolution 
was Offered by Mr. Harris substituting 
the name of Vorhees forthat of Mr. 
Ingalls. 

The amendment was rejected—yeas, 
27; nays, 29,and the resolution was 
agreed to. Mr. ingalis thereupon ens 
tered upon the duties of presiding offi- 
cer pro tem.,the oath of office having 
first been administered to him by Mr. 
Sherman, and it was ordered that the 
president of the Unlted States be noti- 
fied of Mr. Ingall’s election. 

The senate then 12:20 a djourned till 
Monaay.

Dental Schoolin America. 





The Nashville Daily American of 
Feb. 22, gives 8 column and a haf 
to the recent Meharry Commences 
ment Exercises in that city from 
which we clip the following: 

‘The commencement exercises of 
the Meharry Medical Department, 
and the Dental Department. of Cen- 
tral Tennessee College, were held at 
Masonic Theatre | st night. The 
exercises marked the thjyteenth an 
niversary of the Medical Department 
and the third of the Dental. This is 
the only colored Vental school in the 
United States and the Medical Col. 
lege is one of two in the country. 
The house was packed to overflowing, 
many having to stand. 


DR, R. O, TUCKER 


delivered the faculty address to the 
graduating class of the medical de- 
partment, His remarks were well 
timed and received with evidences of 
approval. In conc'uding he said: 
You have chesen not onlya _ re- 
sponsible but under the must propis 
tious c rcumstanccs, a profession that 
enslaves: you will learn to have no 
p'easure when duty calls, to know no 
night or day; you will learn what it 
js to have best hopes blasted, by care- 
les ness, and son:.times obstinacy of 
patients, or by the misoh‘evous words 
of some busy-body, w se in his or her 
conceit, bold with ignorance au‘ pre 
tence. You will feel that bitter 
pang which every bonest physican 
has felt when the last remedy availth 
nothing, and we stand disarmed, 
smoothing the pillow of the dying, 
while the anxious eyes of the friends 
speak louder than wirds. But with 
all this you will have the pleasure of 
knowing thay you are entering upon 
one of the most noble professions 
known to ancient or moggrn times. 
{tsjorigin is lost in antiqnity and there 
isno missing link in the succession. 
It there is any aristocracy in age 
then we are the aristocrats. 

The age, the s'anding and the res- 
pectability of our profession accounts 
for the many miserable counterfeits 
upon it at this day. You owe it to 
yourselves to be upright, honest and 
moral; to be not lusewarm and halfs 
hearted in your profession, to follow 
after no false gods either for po'icy 
or pelf. To be close students, to 
keep posted in everything that will 
advance you in knowledge and effic— 
iency in your profession, not to con- 
demn unheard, but censure all hum- 
buggery, quackery and dishonesty in 
the profession . 

The pass-words of the disciples of 
ZEsculapius are and ever have been, 
‘no secrecy, no humbuggery, no 
patents,” in regard to what may be 
necessary to alleviate suffering hu- 
manity. In consequence we have no 
‘royal road to eminence.” We have 
but little money, but a sub-treasury 
of glory upon which we may present 
sight-drafts ad libitum, and will al- 
ways find them honored ”

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ATHLETIC EXERCISE. 


Its Effect on College Students Discussed by 
a Harvard Professor. 


In some instititions of learning it 
appears to have been noticed that ath- 
letic contests have served to diminish 
the interest of the student body in per- 
sonal exercises. It is supposed that 
the interest of the individual student 
in his own physical culture is in some 
way diminished by the success of his 
comrades, who by virtue of their nat- 
ural parts or long-continued training 
have attained to perfection in the art. 
Thus, in the report made by a com- 
mittee of the board of overseers of 
Harvard College, the ground was taken 
that competitive athletics had served 
to lower the physical condition of the 
students, few taking part in such 
sports, for the reason that they could 
not attain distinguished excellence in 
their work. My own experience asa 
student and teacher in Harvard Col- 
lege, which extends altogether over a 
period of thirty years, does not sup- 
port this judgment. I note in the first 
place that a poor physical condition 


is at present a matter of re- 
proach to an _ individual, and he 
feels that he has to justify his 


bad state to his comrades by some 
kind of plea in extenuation. I notice 
furthermore that, in teaching geology 
in the field, set walks which twenty 
years ago surpassed the pedestrian 
powers of quite one-half my students 
are now entirely within their abilities. 
That the reader may not be led to ex- 
plain this dfference by the fact of 
growing infirmity on my own part, I 
may say that not only the distances, 
but the times involved in the journey, 
are the same now as of old. There 
can be no doubt in my mind that the 
physical condition of the average stu- 
dent at Harvard College is vastly bet- 
ter than it was a score of years ago. 
Along with this improvement in 
physieal*condition of youths has come 
a decided gain in certain mora! quali- 
ties. Thus between 1864 and 1870, it 
was not un-ommon to find students in 
Harvard College seriously the wdrse 
for habits of drinking. I can recollect 
in those years a dozen cases in which I 
felt impelled toexpostulate with young 
men on this subject. At least as 
as many persons were known to me to 
be what we may properly call drunk- 
ards; but from about 1870, when the 
athletic move began to develop, ana 
particularly since the foundation of 
the new gymnasium, and the conse- 
quent wide development of field and 
house athletics, this viee has 
rapidly diminishing. At present I di 
not know in my acquaintance with the 
students, which extends perhaps to 
half the members of the university, a 
single case in which the young man 
man can be called a drunkard. I be- 
lieve this gain to be due in a large 


bee: 


physical state which affects by far the 
larger partof the students. Their ex- 
perience in training, which is under- 
gone in one way or another by a very 
large part of the young men, gives 
them 
standing as to the science of hygienic 
conditions. Ina similar way the use 
of tobacco has diminished. Between 
1865 and 1880 it was not uncommpn to 
find men so soddened with tobacco that 
they were unpleasant subjects to have 


ina small lecture room. In this decade | 
! language, the cook. 


] have found but two or three persons 
affected to this extent by tobacco. 
Even the use of tea and coffee, on the 
whole undesirable with youth, but ex- 
tremely common in former years, has 
remarkably diminished. I am informed 
that only about half the students who 
take their meals at Memorial Hall in- 
dulge in these beverages. In fact, the 
ways of the trained men in a college, 
like tae customs of an army in a State 
where the military men have great 
importance, are effective upon the 
body of the folk. Reasonable living 
is necessary to athletic success, and 
the ‘habits of those men become in a 
way a pattern for the school life.—W. 
S. Shaler, in Atlantic.
